OPP joint proposal 
promises savings 

Even with a provincial promise that OPP officers will 
be paid on par with the highest-paid police service 
in Ontario, as of January 2014; even with a mandated 
marine unit on Lake Simcoe, and a stand-alone 
detachment serving the Towns of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury and Innisfil, a switch to OPP policing could 
save the municipalities over $4.4 million per year. 

That was the bottom line, in the presentation by OPP on 
May 8, to a joint meeting of Innisfil and BWG Councils, 
held in Innisfll’s Council Chambers. 

Both municipalities have already received individual 
“costings" for the provision of policing by the OPP, both 
for a “stand alone” detachment, and an “Integrated” 
model that would see each municipality added as a new 
Zone of the Nottawasaga Detachment in Alliston. 

Even separately, the costings promised significant 
savings. As an Integrated zone, Bradford was looking at 
annual costs of $5.56 million per year, Innisfil at $5,657 
million, plus one-time start-up costs. The individual 
Detachments were more expensive - $7,092 million for 
BWG, $7,193 for Innisfil - but still less than the current 
cost of policing by the South Simcoe Police Service. 

The 2013 South Simcoe Police budget came to $16,273 
million, with Innisfil paying $8.94 million, and BWG, 
$7.3332 million. 

There were more savings with the joint policing 
model, presented on May 8 by a team that included 
OPP Sgt. Steve Haennel and Nottawasaga Detachment 
Commander, Inspector Dirk Cockbum. 

To police both Innisfil and BWG as a zone of the 
Nottawasaga Detachment - the Integrated Model - would 
require the deployment of “one-half” a Commander, 2 
Staff Sgts., 8 Sgt Supervisors, 62 Police Constables and 14 
Civilians, at an overall cost of $11,210,025 plus one-time 
start-up costs of $1,161,389, for a total of $12,371,414. 

A stand-alone detachment for the 2 municipalities 
would require the same staffing, but with a full 
Detachment Commander (Inspector), and one 
additional civilian employee. The cost - $11,368,715 plus 
start-up costs of $1,167,917, for a total of $12,536,632. 

“Everything still applies,” said Inspector Dirk Cockbum, 
no matter which option the municipalities choose. There 
will still be access to the OPP's specialized services, 
centralized administration and Human Resources, a

wide range of community programs 
- including dedicated officers in the 
High Schools. 

Costs not included in the estimates: 
minor renovations to the 2 existing 
police stations to meet OPP 
specifications; annual cleaning and 
maintenance costs for the stations, 
which will continue to be municipally 
owned; and costs associated with the 
Police Services Board. 

Even so, said Sgt. Haennel, “The 
financial estimates... are estimated 
at the high end, the worst case 
scenario.” All constables are assumed 
to be Constables First Class, at the 
highest pay rate, and overtime costs 
are set at the provincial average 
of 7.2%. In fact, actual overtime at 
the Nottawasaga Detachment has 
averaged 4% annually, and officers 
deployed are often more junior - 
leading to a year-end reconciliation 
that gives money back to the 
municipalities. 

The estimates also do not include 
police-generated revenues and 
grants - or the possibility that some 
of the equipment currently utilized 
by the South Simcoe Police Service, 
such as the Marine Unit’s Habercraft 
boat, could be reused by the OPP. 

The session was then thrown open 
to questions from the two Councils. 

BWG Councillor Carl Hordyk 
wanted to know if 15 civilians 
was enough “to run a stand-alone 
detachment?” South Simcoe Police 
currently employ 36 Civilians. 

“Absolutely,” said Sgt. Haennel, 
reminding Councils that OPP 
duties such as dispatch and 
communications are carried out 
elsewhere, rather than at the 
detachment level. 

Noting that the OPP, if selected, 
would offer employment to all South 
Simcoe police officers that met OPP 
standards, BWG Councillor James 
Leduc asked, "Would the seniority 
continue, with a first class constable, 
with 15 years?” 

“Does their Seniority carry over? 

Yes it does. Will it impact the 
bottom line? No,” said Haennel, 
noting that officers can be absorbed 
throughout the OPP, provincially. As 
for Civilian staff, the OPP “would run 
a competition independently with 
South Simcoe civilian staff, before we 
would hold an open competition,” he 
said. 

One question that remains 
unanswered for now: how would 
the costs of a joint OPP service 
be divided between Innisfil and 
Bradford West Gwillimbury? “We 
would simply give you one bill, but 
we would not tell you how to divide 
it,” Sgt. Haennel told the Councils. “It 
would be up to you to divide it." 

“We would have to sort out with 
Innisfil who pays what?” asked BWG 
Mayor Doug White. 

“That is correct," said Inspector 


Cockbum. 

Haennel noted that although the OPP 
could provide statistical information, on 
types of calls and division of workload, 
the Joint policing model would be “one 
contract, one Police Services board, one 
bill.” 

Innisfil Councillor Rod Boynton asked 
for the “advantages and disadvantages” 
of the Integrated model, vs. a stand-alone 
detachment. On being told by Inspector 
Cockburn that the Integrated model 
offers “the greatest amount of flexibility, 
as regards die deployment” while still 


basically offering the same service, Boynton 
asked, “Why would anybody then choose 
Stand-alone?" 

“Perhaps they like to have their own 
Detachment Commander,” Cockburn 
replied. At present, the OPP have only one 
Stand-alone contract, with Quinte West. 

Noting that both Innisfil and BWG are 
growing rapidly, and are expected to reach 
over 100,000 total population, Mayor 
White asked the Nottawasaga Detachment 
Commander, “Would you be able to 
handle that kind of geography and that 
kind of population, as one Commander in 


Alliston?" 

"Yes, I feel that is something that can be 
handled by one position... but moving 
forward, we talk about the ability and the 
flexibility to look at that model, and see 
if it is working, to meet the needs of the 
community.” The contract can be reopened, 
to provide “enhancements,” if needed, he 

The next step in the process: The report 
from the Staff Task Force on transition 
costs, and the analysis by a consultant, pro¬ 
viding an “apples to apples" comparison of 
policing, May 22 at 7 p.m. in BWG Council.
